The withdrawal of his name for , attempting to block my confirmation as a 


appointment to the Federal Court bench, 
in Montgomery, Ala., by Atty. Fred Gray, 
is a sad commentary on justice and fair 
play in America. 

Nominated by President Jimmy Carter, 
Atty. Gray fought a valiant but losing fight 
to win contirmation by the United States 
Senate. However when Alabama's U.S. 
Senator Heflen withdrew his support for 
his confirmation, Gray knew then that he 
had no chance of confirmation, and with- 
drew his name. 

This is a great loss for Black people. 
Why was Atty. Gray's nomination fought 


so hard by the Whites in Alabama? He 


was one of the first Black southern law-

Celebrezze heid that Anderson could not 
run as an independent because he missed the 
March 20 filing deadline. However, realizing 
that the U.S. Court will probably not rule on

If the court stould sustain Celebrezze's 
motion, it will be easier to remove Anderson's 
name from the ballot than it would be to add it 
to the ballot if Duncan's decision is overruled 
by-the court. Celebrezze explains. And in tak- 
ing that route, Celebrezze was not taking the 
risk of being cited for contempt of court 
_ BufWhether Onioans will be able to vote the 
independent presidential ballot or not. the 
chances of Anderson polling the required 270 
electoral votes to win the election, are indeed 
remote. 

In some quarters, it is also seriously doubt- 


ful if Anderson can pick up enough electoral - 


votes to prevent President Carter or Reagan 
from receiving the required majority, thus 
allowing the U.S. House of Representatives to 
decide the presidential election. 

Historically, independent presidential can- 
didates have been unsuccessful in America 
This also been the fate of so-called third party 
candidates.

Justice; translated, 
means fairness and it must 
always prevail. There is a 
step that springs up before 
the court in criminal.cases 
that makes one wonder 
about one'step in justice. 

During atrial avictim ofa 
crime is asked by the 
prosecution: “Do you see 
that person (the alleged 
criminal) in the court 
room?” The victim | invaria- 
bly says, ‘‘Yes.’’ When 
asked to point out the 
offender, who is there to 
point to- by the defendant, 
guilty or not guilty. 

Who else? Who else but 
the defendant? He sits 
there alone beside the 
defense lawyer:.Who<-else 
in the court room could be 
chosen or pointed to but 
the defendant? Is it a fair 
act of. justice for the 
defendant, guilty or inno- 
cent, fo have to sit as a 
Stage prop for the accuser 
to point out as the: party 
who robbed, mugged, 
raped or burgarized? 

. This is what makes the 
victim identification of the 
defendant aS the assailant 
ridiculous, a joke in the 
honest hands of justice. To 
oegin with, the plaintiff 
picked the defendant's pic- 
ture out of five or six sus- 
pects submitted by some 
police detective handling 
the case. That is why the 
defendant is on trial. He 
was designated as the 


offender by the victim. 


Who else would the. vic- 


‘tim dare to point to in an 


open court as the offender 
but the defendant? If the 
victim would dare admit 
that the defendant was nqgt 
the offender, then the 
defendant might have 
recourse to a false arrest 


charge against the police. 


Certainly a judgment of 
mistrial would have to 
arise. 

Still there is.a fair trial in 
the victim being asked to 
pick out the attacker in 
open court before the jury 
with no.other prospective

Thirty-three vears have passed since Jackie

offenders there to assure 
that the victim has a real 
mental picture of the assai- 
lant? That open court 
selection of thé defendant 
whom the victim recalls as 
the: perpetrator of a crime 
makes a great impact on 
the jury which decides the 
guilt or innocence of the 
defendant. That is why that 
step in court procedure is 
unfair and lacks the high 
quality of justice. 

The request to point out 
the alleged attacker in 
court is all quite legal 

“which removes it from the 
taint of a kangaroo court 
trick, but is it remotely fair 
justice? 

Juries might think a 
defendant innocent of a 
charge in spite of his or her 
being pointed out by the 
victim of a crime, but the 
identifying act is over- 
whelmingly a push of the 
jury to a feeling the 
defendant is guilty. 

Perhaps the most astound- 
ing development in it all lies 
in the investigating police 
officer being able to handa 
victim five or six pictures of 
possible suspects and the 
victim almost invariably is: 
able to find the guilty 
offender among those pic- 
tures. How?
